tested, with the charge o f burglary 
and larceny hanging Over them, the 
arrests having been m ade by Offi­ 
cers 
Bo ultt 
and I.o ve 
yesterday 
mo rning. 
Between 10:30 
and 
11 
o ’clo ck 
Friday night the sto re o f Walraan 
& Chasno ft, No . 
116 East Seco nd 
street, just o pened up fo r business 
Friday , was bro ken into and eleven 
pairs o f sho es, 
wo rth abo ut $20, 
were sto len. 
An entrance was effected by tear­ 
ing away a wire screen fro m a rear 
windo w, after which the lo wer sash 
was remo ved. 
Prio r to that a glass 
had been bro ken in the rear do o r, 
but a so lid piece o f wo o d back o f 
the 
glass prevented easy access, 
and the windo w ro ute was then sub­ 
stituted. 
Smith says that W o rth and h i m ­ 
self entered the building and nipped 
the sho es, so me m e n ’s and o thers 
ladies’, which were given to Leiter, 
assisted in remo ving them fro m 
tiie bo xes in which they had been 
kept, 
and

burned m the sto ve at Frank M cA l­ 
lister’s salo o n. 
One pair o t sho es, 
acco rding to 
Smith, was given to Leiter, and the 
remaining ten pairs were placed in 
the custo dy o f Wo rth. 
Leiter, to

an d purchased a pair o f sho es iden­
